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August of 2007 was the second month of statistics for the reorganized Central
Command.

During August, the Central Command had a 22.7% decrease in the number of
crashes investigated, as there were 20 less accidents than in July. Property
crashes declined by 7.7% while injury crashes decreased by 40%. There were
2 fatal crashes in August, which was down from 6 in July. Of the 2 people
killed, only 1 was wearing a seat belt.

There were 6 crashes which involved impaired drivers. This number is up
20% from June, or 1 driver. There were however, 22 DUI arrests prior to
crashes, an increase of 22.2% from July. It is noteworthy that the average
BAC for impaired drivers arrested before a crash was 0.128%. However, the
average BAC for drivers arrested after a crash was 0.215%. Emphasis must
still be placed on the apprehension of the impaired driver before an accident
occurs.

There was an increase in commercial crashes overall, up 7 from July. There
were no fatal commercial accidents. The total number of commercial crashes
was 26.5% of the total crashes within the Central Command. Of the 18
commercial crashes, the commercial driver was at fault in 11 of the crashes.
14 of the total 18 commercial crashes occurred on the Interstate 80 corridor.

Commercial personnel performed 510 inspections of commercial vehicles and
their drivers. The number of inspections were up 32.6% from July. However,
there were 771 violations discovered with 95 safety citations issued. This was
an increase of 25% over the total in June.

Traffic personnel conducted 253 Level Two and Three Inspections on
commercial vehicles and their drivers. This is a 57.1% increase from July.
Consequently, traffic personnel issued 127 safety violation citations, 252
repair orders, with 19 drivers and 6 vehicles placed out of service.
